God save us from such leadership and from the disgrace 
it is likely to bring upon us Jews.”

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Ben-Gurion Warns of 
Trouble in Palestine 


If White Paper Stands

LONDON—A warning that “there will be a lot of trouble” if 


the British Government does not withdraw the White Paper and 
open the doors of Palestine to Jewish immigration was sounded here 
by David Ben-Gurion, chairman of the executive of the Jewish 
Agency, addressing a national conference of laborite-Zionists. 
“Many people in this world believe that we can wait, and so do 
some of the Jews, but we must make it plain that we cannot wait 
and are not going to,’ Ben-Gurion said. Citing the fact that nobody 
at the United Nations Conference in San Francisco even mentioned 
the fact that 5,000,000 Jews were murdered in Europe, he asked: 
“How can we believe that the fate of the remaining 12,000,000 Jews 


matters to a world unshaken by this appalling tragedy?” 


Emphasizing that Palestine today is a matter of life and death 
for Jews Ben-Gurion declared: “Of course, we know that the Brit- 
ish Government has power to impose any policy it wants. But no 
power will subdue the Jewish soul. We still believe in human con- 
science, but our main hope is self-reliance. At this stage,” he con- 
tinued, “we would like others to know that we shall not submit to 
imposition of the White Paper. If its designs are fully carried out, 
there will be a lot of trouble.” 


Demonstrate in Tel Aviv After Mass Meeting

TEL AVIV—A demonstration demanding the opening of Pales- 
tine to surviving Jews from Europe and the cancellation of the 
White Paper was held here following a mass-meeting of members 
of youth organizations called to protest against the stoppage of 
Jewish immigration. 

During the demonstration a “leaflet bomb” exploded showering 
the demonstrators with broadsides signed by the Irgun Zvai Lemui, 
Jewish terrorist group, declaring that Irgun members tried several 
times to blast the Mosul oil pipe-line which terminates in Haifa, 
in retaliation for British policy with regard to the Jews in Palestine. 
Similar bombs exploded during the evening in Jerusalem. 


Britain Rejects Pleas on Jewish Orphans

LONDON—A plea by Jewish women’s organizations in England 


that the British Government transfer Jewish orphans in concentra- 
tion camps in Europe to Palestine and admit them outside of the 
immigration schedule was rejected by Colonial Secretary Oliver 
Stanley. 

The request was made by a delegation handed by Mrs. Israel 
Sieff, president of the Women’s International Zionist Organization. 
Col. Stanley replied that no category of Jewish immigrants can be 
excluded from the regular immigration quota for Palestine, and 
taht the Jewish Agency can, if it wishes, bring in the Jewish orphans 
under the immigration certificates still outstanding under the White 
Paper.

Many ostensibly legal sales were made dur- 
ing the occupation by Jews and other persons 
who knew that if they did not dispose of their 
property it would be taken from them event- 
ually by the authorities. Up to now the govern- 
ment had indicated some reluctance to voiding 
such transactions. 

The decree also provides that in the case of 
such property, the government may take 
possession if the seller was paid with funds 
either directly or indirectly obtained from the 
French treasury during the occupation, or re- 
ceived payment in kind. 

This provision could enable the state to seize 
almost all of the disputed property since the 
French treasury was compelled to remit 508,- 
000,000 francs daily to the Germans, and any 
cash payment made by the Germans might be 
considered to be funds indirectly extorted from 
the treasury.

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NEED FOR MINIMUM CODE OF PRACTICE IS CALLED URGENT 





Says Rabbis Should Deny Services 
To Those Who Don't Measure Up

The article headed “Rabbi Would Withhold Services Unless 
Minimum Practice Observed” by Rabbi Sylvan D. Schwartzman, 
which appeared in The Post of May 4, 1945, is one of the most 
forthright statements on the spiritual status of American Jewry 
I have seen in many a day. I am surprised that hitherto no one has 
commented on it (with the exception of a brief reference by Alfred 
Segal). 

Rabbi Schwartzman displays a great deal of courage and a keen 
appreciation of the internal problem in American Jewry. Un- 
fortunately his diagnosis is much more potent than the remedy 
he prescribes. 

Rabbi Schwartzman flatly declares that American Jewry is 
headed for spiritual bankruptcy. This conclusion is undeniably true 
—and yet it takes a great deal of courage to enunciate it in the 
face of the dining assurance of our professional saviors that our 
only problem is anti-Semitism. These people proclaim from house- 
tops that if American Jewry could only get rid of the Coughlinites, 
Dillingites, and their cohorts all would be well with us. However, our 
nearsighted leaders fail to realize that unless the American Jew 
does something in order to reclaim his*soul he would still be a 
spiritual shlumiel even if the ADL, AJA & Co. could succeed in 
throwing anti-Semitism into the Atlantic. 


+ f * 


RABBI SCHWARTZMAN is perfectly correct in maintaining that 
merely to talk about the beauty and glory of Jewish life will not 
stem the tide of spiritual bankruptcy. In order to maintain a Jewish 
community on these shores we must reinstitute Jewish practice— 
and he adduces a good many reasons for “selling” his thesis. All his 
arguments are logical and persuasive—but he fails to mention the 
most important point, namely, that it is Jewish practice alone which 
gives Judaism its distinctiveness and justification for existence. 
Wihout the mitzvos ma’asiyos Judaism ceases to be Judaism and 
it becomes largely Unitarianism. 

Since to profess Judaism means to keep certain definite ob- 
servances Rabbi Schwartzman rightly advocates the drawing up 
of a code of minimum practices whose acceptance should be made 
a prerequisite for admission into the synagogue. In order to impress 
upon members the importance of this minimum code, religious 
ministrations should be refused to those who fail to adhere to it, 
says Rabbi Schwartzman. 

Should this step appear too stringent I would say by way of 
defending Rabbi Schwartzman that this is the only way of assur- 
ing our future on these shores. It is my conviction that in every 
community a goodly number would be glad to join synagogues 
based on a code of minimum observance. Many of our people are 
sick and tired of the prevailing confusion about Jewish living and 
they would be glad to make the necessary sacrifices in order to 
create some order out of the present chaos. 

But—and this is the crux of the whole matter—who will draw 
up this code of minimum practice? Rabbi Schwartzman says, “Let 
such a code of essential observance be established by the central 
rabbinical bodies. However it just happens that the “central rab- 
binicaI bodies” are unprepared for this most important task 
and they will not be for a long time to come. 


- + * 


ORTHODOX LEADERS will maintain that they have such a 
code in the “Kitzur Shulchan Aruch” and the “Chayay Adam’’—al- 
though the majority of self-styled orthodox Jews violate these codes 
constantly. In reform circles the demand for a code has been made 
by a minority for some decades but thus far, they have not gotten 
very far. A beginning has been made by Dr. S. B. Freehof in his 
book “Reform Jewish Practice’ (which, strangely enough, has 
been ignored by the Jewish press), but it is far from being a code. 

The reform rabbinate has all kinds of explanations for not draw- 
ing up a code—but the point is that such a document is non-existent 
and will not be in sight for a long time to come. Nor is conservative 
Judaism much better off in this respect. Dr. Robert Gordis, president 
of the Rabbinical Assembly, recently deplored the fact that leaders 
of Conservatism “have declined to formulate a specific program.” 
A code of conservatism would emphasize the distance between this 
movement and orthodoxy—and conservative Jews are not ready 
for such a step. 

* * * 

AND SO THE QUESTION is still to be answered, Who will 
draw up the code projected by Rabbi Schwartzman? There is only 
one group which could do that, namely, the Reconstructionists. Dr. 
Mordecai M. Kaplan and his followers sponsor a movement which 
has displayed more realism and more courage than any other or- 
ganized body in American Jewry. Unfortunately the Reconstruction- 
ists seem to be unaware of the urgency of a code of minimum ob- 
servance now and they are postponing this important matter to a 
later date. This is a grievous error. The virus of disintegration in 
American Jewry is working overtime and delay in defining Jewish 
living is dangerous. 

At all events, Rabbi Schwartzman’s article dealt with the most 
burning issue in American Jewry today. I trust that many more 
Post readers will come out with definite suggestions as to how to 
translate Rabbi Schwartzman’s proposition from theory into practice.

Palestine Clause Same; 
Arab Attempts Fail

SAN FRANCISCO — The be- 
hind-the-scenes fight over the so- 
called “Palestine Clause” of the 
UNCIO chapter on trusteeships 
came to an end last week when 
the trusteeship committee of the 
United Nations Conference voted 
to adopt the clause, but added 
a provision that “nothing in this 
clause is to be interpreted as giv- 
ing grounds for delay or post- 
ponement” of placing mandated 
territories under trusteships. 


The addition to the text repre- 
sented a compromise with the 
Soviet delegation which orig- 
inally demanded that the dis- 
puted clause be omitted. In ad- 
vancing this demand the Soviet 
delegation sought to prevent the 
“freezing” of the present status 
of mandated territories. The new 
provision makes certain. that 
these territories will now have 
to come under trusteeship. 


Arab efforts to secure other 
modifications in the text of the 
clause failed completely as a re- 
sult of the determination of the 
U. S. delegation not to permit 
any changes in the text which 
might prejudice the position of 
the Jews in Palestine or Jewish 
immigration to Palestine. A pro- 
posal by Iraq which would have 
restricted the “peoples” men. 
tioned in the paragraph to those 
now inhabiting trusteed _ terri- 
tories was defeateg, as was an 
Egyptian suggestion that would 
have allowed half the seats on 
the Trusteeship Council to be 
given to elected members of the 
Security Council, thus opening 
the way for an Arab state, which 
might be named to the Security 
Council, to have a voice over 
trusteed areas. 


UJA Reconstitution 
Official; Seek $80,000,000

Very few Jewish refugees are 
returning to those countries, he 
said, and those who have are 
emaciated, ill and broken in 
spirit.

Montefiore stated, will have to 
be nursed and sheltered until 
they are gradually brought back 
to normal, which will take 
months and years. 


He emphasized that private as- 
sistance will be necessary to sup- 
plement government aid.

Would Eliminate Defense 
Agencies, Stop Denials 


we ARLOTTE, N. C.—Urging that the “American Jewish com- 
munity should suspend and eliminate all agencies, bureaus, leagues 
and organizations now engaged in ‘combatting’ anti-Semitism,” H. 
L. Golden, editor of The Carolina Israelite, of this city, in an article 
in the Charlotte News, local daily, declared that many anti-Semites 
gre thriving as the result of thé build-up given them in the way of 
publicity.

Parts of his article follow: 

“At this time, in the very teeth of this “fear” it is my opinion 
that the American Jewish community should suspend and eliminate 
all agencies, bureaus, leagues and organizations now engaged in 
*“ombating” anti-Semitism. It would also be very well if some of 
the so-called “liberal” non-Jewish press would stop “defending” 
us, by “answering” charges and falsehoods. The entire approach has 
been on the basis of “it is not true that Joe Doakes beats his wife,’ 
along the lines of the “Rumor Clinic” some newspaper men thought 
was a good idea a couple of years ago. Then they found that for 
wery rumor they ran to the ground, they, themselves had helped 
spread ten new rumors.

LONDON—An appeal for un- 
ity in Jewish life here and 
abroad was made by Sir Robert 
Waley-Cohen, prominent com- 
munal leader, reporting to the 
council of the Anglo-Jewish As- 
sociation on his recent visit to 
the United States, during which 
he met with Jewish representa- 
tives at San Francisco. He said 
that the main impression that he 
received after contacting various 
American Jewish organizations, 
was one of “serious divergen- 
cies.”

It would 
be a great tragedy, he continued, 
if Jewish organizations failed to 
find a common ground for united 
work. Admitting that it was dif- 
ficult to come to an agreement 
on the question of Palestine, the 
Anglo-Jewish Association leader 
said that it is possible for all to 
agree on the great value of 
Jewish achievements in Palestine 
if the Balfour Declaration is 
carried out. “A united Jewry can 
convince the world that the 
hands of the clock cannot be 
turned backwards in Palestine,” 
Sir Robert stated. 





274 Rabbis Now

American rabbis serving as 
chaplains in the armed forces 
of this country.

obscured the historic river. Cohen was tired as he turned to one of 
his battalion staff officers standing next to him, Major Abraham 
Baum, of Bronx, New York. His face lighted in a very infectious grin 
and he said, “Well, Abe, I guess that’s not so bad for a couple of 
inferior race characters.” 


AT THIS TIME, less than three years from the time he had 
entered the army as a private, Cohen was a major. On March 12, 
1945, he was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel, just in time to swing 
South, across the Moselle river at Treis, and along with Col. Abrams 
who was now the combat commander, make another mad dash 
to the Rhine. 

About 2 o’clock on the afternoon that Cohen and his men went 
to Worms, Cohen was busily engaged in directing an attack on 
a small German village, still some thirty miles from Worms. Cohen 
‘was approached by a war correspondent who asked him what his 
future plans were. Cohen’s answer was simple and to the point. 
“We're going to Worms,” he said. 

“Yes, I know,” said the correspondent, ‘but what I meant was, 
what are you going to do today?” 

The Colonel looked at him as though he were crazy. Then he 
very methodically looked at his watch. “Look,” he said, “it’s now 
2:00 o’clock, at 6:00 o’clock I’ll have my CP in Worms.” The corre- 
spondent walked away shaking his head, and muttering to him- 
self something about a damn fool. At fifteen minutes to six that 
same evening, the correspondent was present to apologize most pro- 
fusely to the Colonel as he rolled into town fifteen minutes ahead of 
schedule. This completed a huge flanking movement of the Siegfried 
line. Now practically all of the troops facing the Seventh army on

the Siegfried line had been cut off from the rear by this swift drive. 
It also pocketed thousands of troops in the triangle formed on 
two sides by the confluence of the Rhine and Moselle rivers and on 
the third side by the bristling Fourth Armored Division. 


AFTER A BRIEF PAUSE, Cohen and his men were off again. 
They sneaked over the Fifth Infantry Division’s bridgehead across 
the Rhine, after dark, and instead of stopping and waiting for day- 
light to attack, kept right on going, and in a weird night operation, 
drove all the way to the Main river, 50 miles distant, and seized two 
bridges intact. One bridge they later turned over to the Seventh army. 

It seems as though Cohen is always right in the center of things. 
Possibly this dates clear back to 1932 when he was all-state football 
center at Georgia Military academy. He seems to be able to draw 
excitement like honey draws flys. 

In fact, the closet call he ever had was, strangely enough, when 
he was recuperating in the hospital from a minor operation and the 
entire hospital was captured after 24-hours in the hands of the Nazis, 
the advancing U. S. forces liberated them. 

The Nazis recognized Cohen immediately. In fact, the first ques- 
tion that was asked him by the SS General was, “how is your 
friend?” 

Cohen’s reply to this was, “What friend?” 

“Why your very good friend, Lt. Col. Abrams.” 


DURING THE LONG MONTHS of fighting, the months from 
Normandy to Bastogne, Bastogne to the Rhine, the Rhine to the 
Danube, and finally into Czechoslovakia, Cohen had changed from 
a hearty, fun-loving Southerner into a cold, calculating Nazi killer. 
Possibly he was bearing the burden of all the insults and degrada- 
tions heaped upon his race by the Sadistic Germans, or possibly he 
was just another American soldier who had seen his friends killed 
by the Germans and intended to have revenge. 

Although Cohen has grown into this great German killer, under- 
neath he still has his great heart and a keen sense of humor— 
things that make his men literally love and understand him. Cohen 
may not be the greatest officer in the Army, but certainly he is 
among the most popular. 

Cohen’s love for the GI is just as great as his hate for the Ger- 
mans. He explains it this way. “It gives me a great sense of 
personal satisfaction to see a dead German, I love to see them 
writhe in pain, and I have no compunctions about shooting them 
down like the rats they really are, but to see a single GI wounded, 
even if it’s only a cut finger makes me sick all over.” 

Certainly nothing Cohen ever did in civilian'life would ever 
point to him becoming a great soldier. Although he was quite an 
athlete, all-state in both football and basketball at Georgia Military 
Academy in 1933, he soon settled down to the very hum-drum busi- 
ness of manufacturing shirts along with his brother Jack in their 
Dixie Shirt Factory at Spartanburg, South Carolina, until the time 
he entered the army in Aoril, 1942. 


COHEN’S RISE in the army has been meteoric. He entered the 
army as a private April 30, 1942. He was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant Oct. 2, 1942—his twenty-sixth birthday. He joined the

These quotes are repeated with 
complete immunity on the part of 
the carrier, because he says he 
only repeats it for the good of the 
Jews. Soon Jews begin to repeat 
them, and in repeating them—for 
the purpose of correction, mind 
you—we ourselves become insem- 
inated with the contemptible no- 
tions and we begin to hate our- 


begin to seek ways and means of 
disassociationg ourselves from 
such a group. This escape takes 
on various forms, ranging from 
complete indifference all the way 
to change of name and face so 
as not to be recognized as a Jew, 
and finally formal baptism. Such 
defeatism springs from the fact 
that it is difficult not to believe 
what most of the world seems to 
believe. ...It is a belief growing 
rapidly among the Jews them- 
selves, carefully planted and as- 
siduously nurtured by Nazis 
through various fronts, sometimes 
even aided by Jews, that the Jews 
cannot be at home among the na- 
tions of the world, that they are 
unassimilable and therefore will 
forever be a source 6f trouble.

Officer of his battalion. 


On Dec. 1, 1944, he assumed command of the 10th after Lt. 
Col. Arthur L. West of Stillwater, Okla., the battalion commander 
was wounded. That day he put on his famous combat boots and at 
28 became one of the Division’s youngest commanders. 

COHEN has been wounded three times, forutnately none of 
them serious, all by shell fragments. His combat jacket has one 
sleeve riddled where a German machine gunner almost missed. In 
addition to the Purple Heart with two oak leaf clusters, Cohen holds 
the Silver Star Medal with three clusters (he says he doesn’t know 
what for) and the Bronze Star Medal with one cluster. He had one 
peep blown completely out from under him by the concussion of a 
large shell, but miraculously wasn’t injured. 

Although Cohen likes the Army well enough while he’s killing 
Germans, he definitely has no desire to stay in after the war. He 
wants nothing more than to get back to Spartanburg where he lives 
with his mother, Mrs. Max Cohen, and continue the business of 
manufacturing shirts. 

He thinks Col. Abrams is the greatest soldier alive, and emphatic- 
ally states that the army could use more like him. It might be added 
at this point that the Army could also use more teams like the 
Abrams-Cohen combination.

NEW YORK—Doctor Robert 
Gordis, President of the Rabbini- 
cal Assembly of America, and 
Doctor Joseph Zeitlin, Chairman 
of the Assembly’s Social Justice 
Committee, testified against 
peacetime military conscription 
before the House Post-War Mili- 
tary Policy Committee.

Bezalel Museum to Get 


Rosenthal Sculptures

BALTIMORE, Md.—Society for 
the Advancement of Art is the 
name of a new and novel organ- 
ization that has been formed in 
Baltimore in order to promote 
Jewish art. 

As its first activity the organ- 
ization has commissioned Louis 
Rosenthal, the internationally 
famous sculptor who resides in 
this city, to complete a group of 
his sculptures to be presented to 
the Bezalel Museum in Palestine. 


That commission carries with 
it rather an interesting story. To 
trace it to the beginning it 
should be mentioned the Bezalel 
Museum was founded in 1906 by 
the late Boris Schatz. An ardent 
follower of Zionism and_ en- 
couraged by Theodor Herzl to 
whom he expanded his idea of 
fostering Jewish national art, he 
left his position as court artist 
and professor of art in Bulgaria 
in order to establish at Jeru- 
salem the Bezalel School of In- 
dustrial Art. It was, in his own 
words, not a school in the same 
sense as other schools of art: 
“Its purpose is not merely to 
teach arts and crafts in Eretz 
Yisroel, but to create Jewish art, 
to gather together the sparks 
of Jewish art not only in Pales- 
tine, but the world over, sparks 
that have spread broadcast these 
2000 years. 

When the late Boris Schatz, 
founder of the Bezalel School of 
Art, visited Baltimore in 1929 he 
urged that Rosenthal, “Father of 
Miniatures,” be represented with 
a full collection of his works at 
the Museum. He said a special 
section would be devoted to its 
display. The personal request 
was followed later by a letter 
from the founder of the Bezalel 
Museum. 

Mr. Rosenthal kept on recalling 
from time to time the promise 
he had made. But things were 
at a standstill until the newly- 
formed Society for the Advance- 
ment of Art stepped in to order 
the commission.

Immigrants Barred 
from Practice in Mexico

MEXICO CITY—A law barring 


immigrants from practicing 
many professions has been pro- 
mulgated by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, it is revealed in the 
“Diario Official,” official publica- 
tion of the government. 

The decree is not retroactive, 
and exempts those who “can 
prove that they were victims of 
political persecution in their own 
country.” It, however, does not 
mention immigrants who have 
fled from their native lands be- 
cause of racial or religious per- 
secution. 

Under the new law immigrants 
cannot fill the following posi- 
tions: Accountant, actuary, arch- 
itect, bacteriologist, biologist, 


broker, chemist, dentist, econ- 
omist, engineer, lawyer, metal- 
lurgist, notary public, nurse, 


pilot, social worker, teacher and 
veterinary.

This 1939 survey cov- 
ers 550 of the 753 divisions in the 
District of Columbia, and only, 
applies to the Executive Branches 
of the Government. The legisla- 
tive and Judicial Branches of the 
Government form only a small 
fraction of the employees as com: 
pared with the Executive Branch.

RABBI HOFFMAN DIES AT MEETING

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — Dr. 


Charles Isaiah Hoffman, 81, 
Philadelphia lawyer, rabbi, and 
newspaperman, died in New 
York Thursday. He collapsed and 
died of a heart attack while at- 
tending a meeting of the Syna- 
gogue Council of America. 

Rabbi Hoffman was delivering 
a paper on Sabbath observance 
when he was stricken. 

A native of Philadelphia, Dr. 
Hoffman practiced law here from 
1886 until 1900, when he entered 
the Jewish Theological Semin- 
ary. He became rabbi of Ohev 
Sholom Congregation in Newark, 
N. J., about two years after his 
graduation, in 1906. 

Dr. Hoffman was one of the 
founders of The Jewish Expon- 
ent, weekly English language 
newspaper in Philadelphia, and 
was editor for many years. Later, 
he was editor of the United Syn- 
agogue Recorder and was at one 
time president of the United Syn- 
agogue Press. 

At the time of his death Dr. 
Hoffman was rabbi emeritus of 
Ohev Sholom Synagogue and 
corresponding secretary of the 
United Synagogue of America, 
He had degrees from the Jewish

hear about a gentleman of my home-town 

who called on his rabbi recently on the 
matter of Hebrew being taught to his child in 
the temple’s Sunday school. He just couldn’t 
see any reason for Hebrew in the life of his 
American child, he said. 

The argument went this way and that. and 
finally drifted into a discussion of the whole 
complex of being Jewish. 

“Now let’s get down to cases,” the gentleman 
said. “Suppose if, at the age of 3, you had been 
told you could from then on keep on being 
a Jew or be a Gentile of any of the many 
varieties, instead. 

“Of course, I must also suppose that at the 
age of 3 you had arrived 
at the full understanding 
of an intelligent mind. 
You knew — everything 
that it meant to be a 
Jew. You knew all about 
the prejudices that would 
dog you. You knew that 
your life as a Jew would 
be a troublesome conflict 
against hostile forces ; 
that would be handed down to your children 
to suffer also. 

“Your children might discover that they 
were disqualified because they were Jews 
when they applied for jobs. I am not speaking 
of social discriminations which aren’t worth 
talking about, though they do hurt your pride. 

“Well, now, at 3 years of age you are told you 
ean have your choice: You may keep on being 
Jewish or go along with the Gentiles. “Which 
way would you choose?” 

The gentleman indicated that- he would 
choose to go along with the Gentiles and try 
to be a Christian. What the rabbi replied I 
shall leave to the end of this dissertation in 
which I shall try to answer the gentleman’s 
question. 

This is to say that at the age of 3 this Mr. 
Segal is confronted with the problem which, 
it has come to pass, is brought to the mind 
of every Jewish child in a new world in 
which an amazing two-a-day vitamin has pro- 
vided 3-year old children with advanced in- 
telligence quotients. Segal, indeed, has come 
to the age when he must decide whether to be 
a Jew or not. 

Segal’s parents began feeding him _ these 
vitamins as soon as he was born. They had 
been listening to the vitamin advertisements 
on the radio ... “Use Two-a-Day Vitamins and 
have a child prodigy at 3”... They had a jar 
of the vitamins ready at his crib when he was 
brought in, from the delivery room. He was 
fed one at oncé.~ 

When, on his third birthday, the question 
was given him, he replied: “I’ve been waiting 
for that question and I have the answer ready. 
Is a stenographer handy? I want my answer 
set down for the record.” 

Young Segal at once delighted his parents 
by announcing that, after thinking it all over, 
he had decided to keep on being a Jew. The 
rabbi of their synagogue was present at the 
momentous occasion and came forward with 
congratulations. He had been sending infant 
Segal numerous propaganda tracts in antici- 
pation of this moment. 

“Now, now, rabbi,” Segal laughed, “I don’t 
think you can take much redit for this. I 
thought it all out myself. Just sit down and let 
me tell you. Have a cigaret? ... As a matter 
of fact, my dear rabbi, I haven’t read any of 
your tracts.” 








Well, young Segal asked, just where should 
we begin? So he started off by asking: Just 
what is a man? A man, he replied, isn’t what 
other people think of him. A man is what he 
is in his character and his way of life, in his 
attitudes toward other human beings, in his 
concept of his duties as a sorf+l being. 

And what, he asked, did it matter to such 
a man that some guttersnipe tossed mud at 
him? The mud can’t stick; he washes it off and 
goes his way and remains the good man. 

Three-year old Segal paused thoughtfully and 
inquired: “And what has all that got to do with 
being a Jew?” 

He said he had been reading and thinking 
a great deal about the matter of being a Jew. 

. “Not, indeed, about the pain of being a 
Jew—not the anti-Semitism that the Jewish 
press reports, not the discriminations that we 
are told about,” he said. 

When he was old enough to read anything— 
approximately at the age of 2—he began going 
deeply into Jewish ethical teaching. He had 
read the Ten Commandments and was _ par- 
ticularly impressed by what was said there 
about worshipping false gods. He thought that 
was the most important Commandment. The 
main trouble with the world was that people 
were worshipping false gods—god Greed, God 
Hate, God Envy. These gods made all the 
trouble in the world. 

“Yes, that Commandment is the sum of all 
the Commandments,” the Segal child said some- 
what pontifically. 

He had also read the Jewish teaching in 
Leviticus. . . . “Chapter 19, if you care to 
know,” he remarked. . . . He remembered the 
verse about loving the stranger as yourself. 
... “That looks to me like the original idea of 
brotherhood” . .. He remembered the verse: 
“Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment, 
in meteyard, in weight or in measure.” That’s 
justice, he remarked. 

Yes, he said, all in all Judaism looked like 
a good thing to keep on belonging to. ... 
Since it has to do with the good life which is 
the main thing. “So what’s the matter with 
being a Jew, provided you are the right kind?” 
the bright youngster asked. Of course, he added, 
there was no sense at all in being a Jew, if 
you’re the wrong kind. Then you have no de- 
fense against the guttersnipe’s mud. It sticks. 

He said it hurt to be a Jew only if you were’nt 
worthy of being one. If you were worthy it 
didn’t matter what anti-Semites said agains 
you. Your head stood high above the gutter- 
snipes and you didn’t suffer. 

Segal, at the age of 3, had decided to stick 
to the Jews. ... “I’m going to try to be the 
best kind of a Jew. Then being Jewish never 
can be a pain.” 

His mother kissed him. His father offered 
him a lollypop, but his mother said No, he 
shouldn’t have candy now... . “It’s time for 
his vitamin”. .. . The rabbi said he hoped Segal 
would join his congregation. 

Now the time has come to report what my 
home-town rabbi replied when the member of 
his congregation asked: “Which way would 
you have gone—Jewish or Gentile—if at the 
age of 3 you had had your choice?” The rabbi’s 
answer was practically along the same lines as 
young Segal’s: “I’d stay Jewish because I 
would know that if I was a good Jew, faithful 
to the Jewish spiritual and ethical teaching, 
I could never turn out to be a Nazi. That’s one 
reason.”

He took a gun from his pocket, 
but I was too fast for him, and 
with two blows of my rifle over 
his head, I slew him. You know 
I am not a murderer, but when 
I saw the rape of our Torah, 
too much wickedness was un 
folded to my sight.” 

Im a special packet, he sent 
the remnant to his father, who 
took it to Shul. The worshipers 
sat themselves on the ground and 
wept.

READER writes, “I have been reading quite a bit about 
A the Negro baseball situation. It seems the big leagues 
diseriminate against colored ball players and refuse to play 
Negro players even when they show big league capabilities. 
Since there is discrimination against Negroes in sports it is 
only natural to ask how the Jew is treated.”

IS THERE discrimination against the Jews in sports? It all 
depends on the sport involved, the locality, and the individuals con- 
cerned. Of course there is prejudice in sports just like in any 
other field of endeavor. One only needs to recall this past winter 
when players of the Akron University team baited the Jewish ath- 
Jetes on St. John’s fine aggregation, mind you right in Madison 
Square Garden. 

Hank Greenberg was always cussed out for being Jewish. 
You may not recall the’ incident but back in 1935 when the Tigers 
and Chicago Cubs were fighting for the World Series title Umpire 
George Moriarity took the unprecedented step of cleaning the whole 
Chicago bench. Every one not actively playing that day was sent 
to the dressing room. The reason? The Chicago team was taunting 
Greenberg calling him sheeny, kike, etc. Moriarity was quicker to 
poil than Hank. He couldn’t stomach this ridicule and therefore 
cleared the bench.

YEARS LATER a friend of the writer, a Pittsburgh youth, Leon- 
ard Levy, a good fielding catcher, worked out with the Tigers and 
served a few seasons as bull pen catcher for the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
Levy was seated on the Detroit bench one afternoon when a fellow 
Tiger swore at Greenberg and called him a “so and so lousy Hebe.” 
Greenberg, all six feet four of him stood up, picked up a bat and 
turned to his tormentor. Brandishing the claymore above his head 
Greenie snarled, “one more word like that out of you, you little 
substitute, and I’ll split this thing over your head.” Naturally the 
sub outfielder subsided. You can gather from this that there is a 
pit of anti-Semitism in baseball when Greenie’s own teammate, who 
was dependent on Hank’s batting for a possible World Series cut, 
could utter such tripe. 

Levy had a few run-ins with Pirate ball players while he served 
with that club. One bird in particular, a southern pitcher from 
the state of Mississippi, took great delight in taunting Lenny. One 
day in the clubhouse Levy was ready to haul off and smack the 
pitcher when Tommy Thevenow, a great fellow and a fine shortstop, 
held him back and muttered, “let him go, he’s too stupid to waste 
a punch on.” 

One day the Pirates were playing an exhibition game in 
West Virginia. Levy was the catcher. The pitcher that day, a 
Southerner, not the one who had been taunting Levy all season, 
crossed Levy up all afternoon on signals. When Len signalled 
for a fast ball the hurler threw a curve and vice versa. Catching 
under these circumstances are extremely difficult. After the 
game the twirler did have the good grace to go to Pie Traynor, 
Pirate manager, and confess to his foolish antics on the field. 


THERE IS a college basketball coach in Pittsburgh, renowned 
throughout the country for his system. You couldn’t want better 
company than his. He is jovial, witty, and always trying to make 
you laugh. However, students in his school know the man will not 
tolerate Jewish players. He has had a few on early teams that he 
was forced to accept. In recent winters his teams were devoid of 
Jewish basketball performers despite the fact that the Smoky City 
annually develops splendid Jewish courtmen. At one time he per- 
mitted the three finest basketball players in the district to go to a 
rival institution sinmply because they were Jewish. He rued the 
move later when these three walloped his team the first time the 
two rivals played. 

Another time a great Pittsburgh High School court wizard 
tried out for his squad. He was terrific. However he ended up 
at another institution where he made the All-American squad. 
Why did he leave? The assistant coach called his brother aside 
one day and advised, “Look, your brother is as®good a ball 
Player as I have seen down here but he will never make our 
club. You know the reason as well as I do. Get him out of here.”

PITTSBURGH ABOUNDS with stories of this sort. One of the 
greatest outfielders of National League history was finally traded 
away from the Pirates because “I refused to play any longer for 
that Jew, Dreyfuss” (Pirate owner). Yes you run into a lot of 
discrimination in baseball. 

A former star minor leager of Jewish ancestry once explained 
it to me thus. “First of all the average major league ball player has 
had little schooling. You have to be a bum to be a good bai! player. 
Kids who quit school early to develop in the minors naturally ac- 
quire bigoted viewpoints in small towns they play. I used to have 
to play under an assumed name to cover up my Jewishness. I guess 
in my day I have been in more churches than synagogues, all to 
give the impression I was a non-Jew.” 

Today the majority of ball players are better educated, how- 
ever. With the advent of more college trained ball players the 
bigotry that was once prevalent no longer exists in baseball. 

: The incidents related above are becoming the exception 
rather than the rule. We have seen such capable men as Green- 
berg, Moe Berg, Phil Weintraub, Goody Rosen, and others de- 
Velop in the last twenty years without too much difficulty. 
The tendency to use non-Jewish names in sports, baseball in 
, is rapidly becoming a thing of the past, too.

F anyone is looking for a good business to invest in, one which 
does not require too much initial capital, does not involve any 
considerable degree of risk, will take little time, and is guaranteed 
to reap big profits, I have just the recommendation: Establish an 
Anti-Semitic magazine published, say, monthly. 


Now don’t get me wrong. This magazine is not for circulation 
among non-Jews or anti-Semites. It is not intended to foment 
group hatreds or stimulate persecution or discrimination. To the 
contrary, it will help to eliminate from the field many bona fide 
anti-Semitic papers which are today flourishing. Here’s how. 


This magazine, which we might call “The Jewish Menace,” is 
for circulation among Jews only. Our original prospectus, mailed 
out in plain envelope, will go to a selected list of Jews whose 
names do not necessarily sound Jewish. Hailing the recipients as 
“fellow Aryans,” the letter will speak seriously and soberly of the 
“Jewish menace,” and will invite subscription to this new periodical 
at a rate of only $5.00 a year. 


What self-respecting Jew will be able to resist? Confiding to 
his wife and friends that he is determined to “expose” and “track 
down” this nefarious journal, he will dispatch his check by return 
mail. 


“The Jewish Menace” will be all that he suspected. It will 
eontain diatribes against Jewish bankers and Jewish communists. 
It will blame the Jewish militarists and the Jewish pacifists for 
winning the war and for losing the war. Our subscriber will find 
therein the blackest of accusations. 


The magazine will become a curiosity—something to be shown 
secretly to his Jewish friends at the office or at the club. They will 
be shocked—and frightened—and will copy down the address, so 
that they, too, can subscribe and help “expose’”’ it. 


Eventually the publication will come to the attention of re- 
sponsible Jewish agencies, and new subscriptions will be placed, 
under innocent sounding names, in behalf of the Anti-Defamation 
League, the American Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, the Jewish War Veterans, and Jewish Labor Committee, the 
American Jewish Conference, and all the other organizations, na- 
tional and local which will add the item to their collections, and 
“expose” it in confidential talks and displays before Jewish audiences. 


At this rate “The Jewish Menace” will prosper and its sub- 
scription lists will swell. At the opportune time, and when lack 
of priorities for paper prevent further expansion, “The Menace” 
will publish a front page editorial declaring that as a reslut of 
“exposure” by Jewish defense groups it is suspending publication. 


What a great day that will be! Each subscriber will feel that 
he was personally responsible for the spotlight which made the 
paper shrivel. Each organization will claim the credit, and many 
wealthy Jews will be induced to make sizeable contributions to 
these organizations to carry on similar worth-while activity in de- 
fense of Jewish security. 


And finally, if ‘““Ihe Jewish Menace” has been well edited, it 
will drive out of business, through ordinary competition, scores of 
genuine little hate sheets, so many of which flourish on subscription 
fees from curious Jews and “exposing” organizations. 


Yes, it should be a good business for a Jew.

mentors. The parents at 
times were stone-faced. In one 
gchool in Brooklyn, a white moth- 
er wrote angrily to a Negro teach- 
er, “If yo touch my child again, 
rll come down and slap your dirty 
colored face.” She conveniently 
overlooked the fact that the 
teacher had been compelled to 
yse force to pry her offspring 
from the throat of another stu- 
dent. Here the project had never 
made any gains and it is probable 
it never would. 

Where the students were re- 
ceptive, an amazing game sprang 
up. The teachers threw out sug- 
gestions and the children them- 
selves were permitted to take up 
the thread. In the clubs outside 
of the ordained classroom, the 
poys and girls had free rein. But 
occasionally in the class remark- 
able results were achieved. One 
of the most striking was a movie 
picture written, produced and 
acted by a Queens group. 

It was at Junior High 73, in 
the Maspeth section of Queens, 
whose principal is Joseph Gains- 
purg, well-known as an instruc- 
tor of candidates for teaching li- 
censes. An English teacher, Mrs. 
Celia Siegler, had been thinking 
of presenting a drama based on 
the plight of victims of Nazism. 
Once she threw ot the suggestion 
to her 12, 13 and 14-year-old stu- 
dents there was no stopping them. 
They all prepared a script for 
a 20-minute movie called “Rum- 
ors,” took a week off from school 
to rehearse it and then while the 
stage was set, enacted it, along 
with teachers, for a movie com- 
pany. The film had its premiere 
at sedate Town Hall and was 
widely acclaimed. Its theme — 
analyzing propaganda—became a 
popular one. 

How a Jew Wins Election 

It was an accident, accordingly, 
that at this schol an unusual 
General Organization election 
took place. Of the 1,600 children 
in attendance, 99 percent are non- 
Jewish, yet when a Hebrew lad 
ran against an Italian boy, he 
was elected president. Before they 
voted, the students engaged in 
frank discussions with their teach- 
ers and often confessed that the 
candidate’s being Jewish would 
be taken into consideration, but 
after the issues rather than the 
nationalities were emphasized, 
they came to vote impartially. 


A parallel case occurred in an- 
other section of the city at the 
same time. Coney Island had more 
than most other districts been 
virtually the scene of daily street 
battles: Italian toughs made a 
habit of stopping other boys, ask- 
ing their religious persuasions 
and if the answer was “Jewish,” 
would pummel the besieged kids. 
On one religious holiday, a gang 
stormed up to a synagogue and 
engaged worshippers in a brawl. 

Leon S. Kaiser, the principal of 
the school—_Mark Twain Junior 
High—met the challenge not in 
& namby-pamby fashion but vigor- 
ously. A whole new educational 
approach was set up in the school 
and democracy drilled into the 
youths just as conscientiously as 
thongh it were an exercise ir the 
sym or a mathematics fomula. 
In a few months the scribblings 
that had periodically defaced the 
shiny new walls of the school had 
vanished, the bitter stret battles 
ceased.

Significant of the 
unbiased way in which the voters 
cast their ballots was the selection 
of an Italian girl over her Jewish 
opponent for the vice-presidency. 
Drama Used Effectively 

It soon became evident to the 
authorities that the easiest method 
of getting the program across was 
through the drama. One of the 
best plays written for the children 
—“Divide and Conquer”—had its 
origin piognantly enough ina story 
an Amityville, L. I., boy told his 
songwriter father, Bob Russell. 
There was some trouble in the 
school and Russell investigated 
for himself. What he learned im- 
pelled him to collaborate with 
Allan Sloane in a simple, 15-min- 
ute paly. In it a Negro, Jewish and 
Catholic boy were playing marbles 
when a bully came along. He pro- 
ceeded to pit one against the 
other with the result that first the 
Negro and then the Jew was 
chased. Finally the bully set the 
Catholic scampering and pocketed 
the marbles. A sailor passed by, 
took the marbles from the bully 
and chased him, explaining to all 
of them the “Divide and Conquer” 
analogy and the necessity of be- 
ing united. The play was printed 
in booklet form and produced 
in many schools. 

Another drama, presented un- 
der the direction of Theresa L. 
Held by students of Bay Ridge 
High School over the city radio 
station WNYC, was titled “Tall, 
Lark and Handsome,” and sought 
to “have the timeliness of Gen- 
eral Eisenhower’s latest communi- 
que, the ditty Mairzy Doates and 
President Roosevelt’s cigarette 
holder.” The script was an adapta- 
tion of “Races of Manhind,” pub- 
lished by the Public Affairs Com- 
mittee, and featured songs to the 
tune of “Pistol Packin’ Mama,” 
“All God’s Chillun Got Wings” 
and “Love Thy Neighbor.” It was 
a cross between a musical comedy 
and a lecture and employed a 
circus barker, scientists and a 
child asking questions from the 
audience. The point was clearly 
made that intellectual and even 
physical differences among the 
peoples of the world were non 
existent.

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The Editor's Chair 


I was sitting in the office of 
one of the larger industrialists 
im one of the five biggest cities 
im the United States and he said 
te me, “I think your people are 
im for some trouble in the United 
States.” 

His remark, which led to a 
conversation of more than an 
hour’s duration, shocked me. The 
man was definitely friendly, 
there wasn’t the shred of any 
anti-Semitism in his entire make- 
up. He was telling me this only 
because he felt that way. 

He told me of a remark made 
te him by a Southern business 
man along the lines that there 
was no fear of the Negro among 
Southern Whites, but that they 
were going to have to do some- 
thing about the Jews. 

[ tried to explain to him why 
there was that feeling, but as 
we both agreed, explaining to 
him wouldn’t make the anti- 
Semites less dangerous. He didn’t 
happen to know all the answers 
te the charges, but he was big 
enough to know that they 
couldn't be true. He also recog- 
nized that when anything was 

= done to the Jew, that meant he 
was going to suffer in the long 
run too. 

His idea was that the Jewish 
defense agencies were wrong in 
working from the top. He sug- 
gester a movement of good will 
and understanding that would be 
the activity of every Jew, so that 
wherever a Jew lived his neigh- 
bors would, by knowing him and 
seeing him in civic activities, un- 
derstand that the charges made 
against Jews had nc basis in 
fact. He believed this type of 
thing might take at least two 
generations to be effective, but 
he insisted that it was the proper 
approach to the problem. 

As for me, I’m only repeating 
the conversation to you. I intend 
sending the man a copy of 
“Questions and Answers” be- 
cause some of the points he 
brought up are documented in 
the book. But if his analysis of 
the situation is true, then our 
defense agencies are not only 
useless, but in all probability 













the menace is too great for them 
to make any appreciable head- 
way against it. The horror of it 
all is that the turf is still moist 
over the graves of Jewish boys 
who laid down their lives fight- 
ing against the very thing that 
is creeping up on us here. 
* * * 

A little devil just whispered 
to me a way to put an end to 
the evil practice whereby Anglo- 
Jewish papers, many of them 
considered papers of integrity, 
print canned-editorials written 
by a writer for one of the Jew- 
ish news agencies, under their 
own names as their own words 
of wisdom. Since The Post buys 
these editorials as part of the 
material it gets from the news 
agencies, it could print them each 
week with the note something 
like this: “These editorials, writ- 
ten by the so-and-so news agency 
will appear in your local paper 
this week.” 

It really is a pity that the 
canned-editorial evil should be a 
part of the Anglo-Jewish press 
at this late date. Under its 
vicious system, a man in New 
York can sway thousands of 
readers who are under the im- 
pression that they are reading 
comment by their local editor. 
It is immoral and degrading. 

If what the canned editorial 
writer says in so significant, the 
papers can print the material in 
as prominent a manner as pos- 
sible. All they have to do is 
credit. the news agency so that 
the local reader will know who 
has assumed responsibility for 
the words he is reading.

Paper’s Stand on American Jwish Committee Explained 


HE POST has been challenged on the sta- 
tement made last week that the American 
Jewish Committee is to be commended for its 
actions at the United National Conference at 
San Francisco. The Committee was just doing 
the only thing it could do, it is maintained, and 
deserves no credit, The Post is told: 

That is one viewpoint. But following along 
that line of thinking, why then attack the 
Committee at this time for having withdrawn 
from the Américan Jewish Conference a year 
ago? If it is conceded that the committee had 
no choiee but to act the way it did, then why 
make them the target of renewed attacks at 
this time. 

Just returned from San Francisco where he 
was called by the Jewish Agency, Phil Slom- 
ovitz, publisher of The Jewish News of De- 
troit, and one of the ablest observers on the 
American Jewish scene, declared to a repre- 
sentative of The Post last week that The 
American Jewish Committee deserved com- 
mendation for its conduct at the Conference. 


Mr. Slomovitz also agreed with a statement 
made to him by the same represenative that 
very possibly Chaim Weizmann, were he to 
find the time now to come to the United States, 
would be able to effect unity as far as the in- 
ternational scene is concerned in the Ameri- 
can Jewish Community. 

But it is with the outlook for a united front 
in American Jewry that The Post is occupied 
at the moment, The experience at San Fran- 
cisco, wherein all recognized American Jewish 
organizations dovetailed their demands to fore- 
stall a situation our enemies expected wherein 
the Jewish organizations would make conflict- 


ing demands makes the present an ideal time 
to begin negotiations looking towards unity, 

From the Zionist viewpoint, it should be my. 
membered that successful negotiations with the 
American Jewish Committee at this time 
would cut away a considerable segment of 
port from the American Council for Judaism, 
For then it would be possible to present to the 
world a combined United States Jewish de. 
mand which would include every large nationg 
Jewish organization. Those who speak for the 
American Council for Judaism would 
be in a position to claim they represented any 
considerable weight in American Jewry if the 
American Jewish Committee were aligned with 
the organizations included in the American 
Jewish Conference. 

The American Jewish Committee will not re. 
turn to The American Jewish Conference at this 
time, no matter how much it is criticized, ang 
perhaps never. The situation will not be im. 
proved by continually harping upon the Com. 
mittee’s withdrawal from the American Jewish 
Conference. 

Statesmanship now demands that men or 
groups of men prominent enough to be recog. 
nized by all national Jewish agencies call for 
the beginning of negotiations looking towards 
this united front. An alignment such as Samuel 
Rosenman, Judge Felix Frankfurter, Sidney 
Hollander and Dr. Chaim Weizmann, were they 
to issue a call for just such a meeting, could not 
be denied. 

And now is the time. Except for the present, 
there hasn’t been as propitious a feeling among 
the organizations concerned for the past twelve 
months. We must have a united front, and it 
would be a pity to let this opportunity go by,

Jewish Group Should Use Jewish Press Says 
The Jewish Herald-Voice of Houston, Tex.— 
The DAILY PRESS is a medium for news, news 
which concerns the community as a whole. It 
is not a medium for factional differences within 
a single group, nor is it the platform through 
which the interested parties can express them- 
selves with frankness and understanding. What 
is clear to the Jew is not clear to the non-Jew. 
Statements which are clear, through associa- 
tion and history and cultural and religious ex- 
perience in Jewish life, are muddied and mis- 
interpreted by one who has not had this initia- 
tion in things Jewish. We lose ourselves in 
the attempt at finding front page publicity. The 
dangers far exceed the supposed gains. 

We feel that it is necessary to refrain from 
using our daily papers to air out differences. 
We endanger the position of the Jew in the com- 
munity by continuous repetition of charges and 
counter-charges, of statements and answers. We 
need to mature in our judgment. We need to 
be fair to ourselves, to our community. We 
need to be fair to the Jewish rfame and to the 
Jewish position. 

There is a medium to air our differences—the 
Anglo-Jewish press. In Houston, it is the Jew- 
ish Herald-Voice. The opposing factions have 
been invited many times to avail themselves of 
the news columns of this paper. Our editorial 
opinion is definitely Zionist, but the news col- 
umns, with even the privilege of editorial space, 
are open to any group in the city. In these 
pages all the differences, all the arguments, can 
be advanced. The reading audience of the Jew- 
ish Herald-Voice is Jewish, and it is Jews we 
try to win over to our respective causes. 

A small group met the other day to discuss 
the possibilities of exploring a means of end- 
ing this continued appearance in our dailies 
of the differences of th® Jewish community. It 
was agreed that the situation is fraught with 
danger, if continued. It was with this in view 
that an agreement was reached to make an 
attempt at reconciling the factions to a single 
point of view—namely, that the community, 
too, has a stake in this over-all picture, and 
that all groups refrain from using the daily 
papers to air differences.

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SOLDIER TELLS PLIGHT OF FOUR 
JEWISH WOMEN, STILL UNAIDED 


May 29, 1945 

To the editor, 

Here in Czechoslovakia, for the 
past two week, along with a few 
others, I’ve been assigned to a 
security guard group. As such 
we check papers at various road 
jntersections to pick up anybody 
whose papers aren’t in order, 
preventing any displaced persons 
from moving indiscriminately as 
they wish. The above explains 
why I’m in this particular place. 
To come to the point, I’ve met 
or discovered four Jewish women 
who are the first of the deci- 
mated remaining in Europe that 
I personally have seen. Their 
stories combined and individually 
are enough to make one’s blood 
turn to ice water, and weep for 
despair at not being able to help 
them in their present plight. 

Although I know full well you 
are already aware of what has 
taken place here, a brief resume 
of these four is not out of order. 
Two are mother and daughter, 
their respective husband and 
father having been a practicing 
physician in Hungary. A son was 
an engineer in Budapest. A year 
ago they were taken (the two 
women) for forced labor, to Ger- 
many. Whereabouts of the rest 
of the family is unknown. The 
third woman is from Vienna. She 
was instructor at a school for 
girls, where she taught needle- 
work. Husband and daughter’s 
whereabouts unknown. 

The fourth is a Pole. Hers is 
the most tragic tale. Five years 
ago she, her two sons, and hus- 
band were caught in the giant 
scythe wielded by Hitler. How- 
ever in her case, she saw her 
children shot by SS troopers. Her 
husband, too, was murdered. 

About six weeks ago as the 
Allies drew near to the work 
camp where they labored, the in- 
mates, numbering 400, were or- 
dered out and forced to march 
by the guards, in hopes of what 
I don’t know, for the ring was 
fast beginning to close at all 
points. Somewhere along the 500 
kilometer march these four and 
perhaps another 150, managed to 
duck off in the woods and escape, 
and eventually reach Tachau af- 
ter additional harrowing experi- 
ences. 

I guess I haven’t been descrip- 
tive enough, but its practically 
impossible to set down on paper 
a vivid enough picture of what 
they and the pitiful remnants 
endured. I sit and listen to them, 
and my mind just can’t grasp 
the magnitude of the horror of 
what they are describing. 

All of the above is leading up 
to this one thing and that is— 
these people must be helped and 
helped fast, else what few re- 
maining ones there are, too will 
perish. All of the four are suffer- 
ing from heart trouble brought 
on by over-work, malnutrition 
and no rest. They need medical 
attention and care. 

My interest is in these four 
whom I’ve seen and thus can 
feel more readily for them. I’ve 
given them money, some food, 
and visit them twice a day after 
getting off my two shifts of duty. 
Already I realize I’m a bulwark 
that they cling to as a means of 
retaining sanity. I’ve even man- 
aged to inject a little laughter 
among them. However, I may 
not be here long, and a Jewish 
Sergeant here with me tried to 
enlist the aid of a Jewish boy, 
who has had responsibility for 
our religious wants, such as con- 


ca dueting Friday night services,

Pesach Seder and the like. We 
heard from him in response to 
our letter and much as he’d like 
to, and we know him to be sin- 
cere, Officially he can do nothing. 
So he asked us to get ail pertin- 
ent information on them and 
forward it to him, and he’ll com- 
pile a list of other also, and 
send to the proper authorities 
in America. Personally I am of 
the opinion this may take him 
quite a while and I’m attempting 
to expedite matters by sending 
you this information, in hopes 
that you can get help to them 
sooner. 

At this time they are living 
in Tachau in a room _ provided 
for them by a Jewish officer who 
was connected with the first 
AMG set up here. He was won- 
derful to them, securing cloth- 
ing, food, housing, and other es- 
sential items, but he left here 
and until we came in a couple 
of weeks ago, they were floun- 
dering, but not too bad off. 
Thank G—d I had received pack- 
ages from home. 

Here are their names and for- 
mer addresses and other data. In- 
cidentally, all of my conversa- 
tions with them are in Yiddish, 
of which I never was a master, 
but my comprehension and abil- 
ity to speak has increased by 
leaps and bounds.

Would appreciate an immedi- 
ate answer telling me just what 
the chances are for aid for these 
people if not individually, then 
as a group, by those charged 
with helping them. They’ve 
waited so long for succor and it 
seems ironic that now that lib- 
eration is here that they still 
continue to want for help. If 
help is on its way, I fervently 
hope it arrives in time. I realize 
of course, that there are plenty 
of difficulties that prevent im- 
mediate aid, but oftimes these 
things start off so _ well-inten- 
tioned and wind up mired in a 
morass of red tape.

rhe $1,000 Edward L. Bernays 
tadio Award for the “individual 
who did most in radio to further 
democracy during the Jast year” 
was awarded to Nathan Straus, 
president of Radio Station 
WMCA, New York, by Ohio State 
University.

More than 400 Jewis, volun- 
teers who joined the British 


armed forces in the early months 
of the war and were taken pris- 
oner by the Germans in Crete 
returned to Palestine this week. 
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N Saturday night, June 9, I was present at one dinner, the next 

night, Sunday, June 10, at another. Something of importance 

was said at each one of them, important enough to make me send 

cables to my paper in Palestine, which I seldom do. I prefer the 

articles I write for it which I send by airmail, because in an article 

you can shmooze—like in this column—but in a cable you can’t. 
Besides, the JTA sends them cables anyway. 

On Saturday night, at a distinguished gathering of four hundred 
people, the real four hundred, with William Fondiller of the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone Company in the chair, at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
Walter Clay Lowdermlik said something new. He said that if 
Palestine— only mandated Palestine, not including Transjordan— 
were to be industrialized like England, she could support a popula- 
tion of ten million. Lowdermilk’s own plan for a Jordan Valley 
Authority, as put forth in his book “Palestine, the Land of Promise,” 
would make room for another four million people, but that calls 
for irrigation, not intensive industrialization. 


+ * * 


OF COURSE, there is a catch in it: “like England.” Would 
England want a competitor in the Middle East? Another thing Lowd- 
ermilk said was that the winds blowing in Palestine east and west 
each day could provide the necessary cheap power to drive the 
newly invented windmills 200 feet in diameter, for his irrigation 
scheme. 

The dinner was given by the American Friends of the Hebrew 
Technical School in Haifa. The latter is the only important school 
for technical education in the Middle East and its American Friends, 
organized three years ago, are helping it not only with money, but 
with first rate expert advice and equipment, so that it may soon 
become one of the great technical schools of the world. 

What happened at the second dinner was more exciting. Two 
Zionist regional conferences tok place yesterday—the Manhattan 
and the Bronx. At both conferences resolutions were adopted de- 
manding the return of Abba Hillel Silver to political leadership in 
American Zionism. At night a dinner was tendered by the Zionists 
of the Bronx to their president M. Maldwin Fertig, who was re- 
elected unanimously for the third term. 

* * * 

FERTIG is a model president of what has under him become 
a model region, but that is not of much interest to people in In- 
dianapolis or in Cleveland or Los Angeles. What is important is 
that Stephen S. Wise, at the dinner, called Fertig “not only a pace- 
maker in the Bronx, but also a peacemaker in Zionism” and that 
Wise delivered a militant Zionist address which stung Senator 
Alben Barkley into saying things at the end of his address which 
he had not intended to say. It is important that Wise said “there is 
room for all of us in the Emergency Council’ and that we- need 
every one, meaning Silver) and that not only Wise but Israel 
Goldstein too spoke in the same vein as Silver usually does. 

First, about Maldwin Fertig as “peacemaker.” Fertig, a prom- 
inent authority on public utilities and counsel to Roosevelt and 
Lehman during their governorship of New York, nine years ago, 
brought about a reconcilation between Roosevelt and Wise. I happen- 
ed to learn about it only two weeks, ago, so that when Dr. Wise last 
night said that “nine years ago something had to be done, some- 
thing of importance” which neither Morgenthau nor Frankfurter 
nor other influential Jews in Washington were willing to under: 
take, it was Fertig who did it, I knew that he meant. Dr. Wise 
left it to Fertig himself to explain what it was, but Fertig did not. 
So I am telling it to you. 

* * 

BUT THERE is more than that. Fertig has been working for 
a reconciliation in Zionist ranks ever since the split. He did not 
get much of a response at first. He worked pretty hard to have 
Dr. Wise invite Dr. Silver to speak at the Lewisohn Stadium meeting 
-——in fact, he worked pretty hard for the Lewisohn Stadium meet- 
ing. Now when Dr. Wise publicly commends Fertig for his “peace- 
making,” coupling those remarks with an open invitation to Silver 
to come back, it means one or both of two things: one, that the 
present ZOA administration which forced out Silver feels it has 
been licked with the rank and file of American Zionists; two, that 
the present leadership of the Emergency Council feels it needs 
Silver and needs him badly—perhaps, because it has been licked 
where it hurts more than with the rank and file—licked in its 
statesmanship. 

It is idle to worry now whether if Silver’s policy were pursued 
we would or would not have had a better chance. It is almost idle 
to speculate now whether or not we missed the boat by pursuing the 
policy of Nahum Goldman, who as an “expert” on American politics 
in Jerusalem influenced the Jewish Agency there and as an “ex- 
pert” on Churchill and as a representative of the Agency influenced 
the ZOA administration here. 

All I am sure of are the facts: and the facts are that I don’t 
know of a single Jewish newspaperman in New York, that Gold- 
man or anybody else who followed that line managed to influence. 
The Yiddish newspapers in New York, like the rank and file of Zion- 
ists throughout the country, felt that it was a terrible blunder 
not to have pressed for the Congress resolution on Palestine as 
Silver wanted and to depend on the vague pious promises of any 
individual. 


+ * * 


AT THE DINNER both Wise and Goldstein spoke as Silver 
did. Wise delivered one of the finest addresses he had made in a 
long time: He demanded that the United Nations “lay down the law” 
to the Arabs, that this country take a strong stand and make strong 
representations to Mr. Churchill who is not a bit timid when he has 
to lay down the law. He declared the Jews of Europe must be sent 
to their home—to Palestine, “They want to go home,” he pounded 
the table at Senator Barkley. 

Dr. Goldstein said “the time has passed for soliciting general 


affirmations, the time is now for decisions” and demanded that ex- 
traordinary measures should be taken by Great Britain and that 
our own President should bring the State Department into line with 
the declared policies of the American people who are overwhelmingly 
in favor of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. 


THIS IS THE SECOND time I heard Senator Barkley spoken 
at by a Zionist leader. The first time it was at the Silver dinner 
several weeks ago, but at that time it was after Barkley’s address 
which said many inane things but hardly anything about Zionism 
except cautioning patience. This time, however, the Senator spoke 
after being spoken at. He had prepared an even more inane ad- 
dress than the one he delivered at the Silver dinner, repeating some of 
the things he said there and adding his observations on his tour 
through the horror camps in Europe. 

But Wise’s and Goldstein’s words had their effect and towards 
the end Senator Barkley added what was not in the text. He said it 
was futile to expect of the San Francisco Conference to set up a 
new state—that was not its purpose. But one might expect of the 
Conference to create an international atmosphere where there 
would be room for a Jewish state to take its proper place. He 
spoke of the difficulties in the Levant, and expressed his confidence 
that soon Palestine would open its doors to the thousands, perhaps 
hundreds of thousands of the Jewish survivors in Europe for whom 
there is no other place to go but Palestine. 

There were some 1,400 people at the dinner and Harry Hirsch- 
field told some good jokes. But that is neither here nor there. 

The officials of the American Zionist Policy Committee says 
that as far as they know there have been no official negotiations 
with Dr. Silver.
